SAN . FRANCISCO, Oct. ZT.— 


Operations of a ring of Japanese 
housemaids 
and 
butlers syste- 
matically .robbing tbe fashionable 
homes of their employers along 
the peninsular and east bay cities 
were- revealed today when it be- 
came known that operatives of a 
private secret service bureau are 
quietly at work In the Oriental 
quarters of San Francisco, San 
Jose, Sacramento and Stockton 
for suspects. 
For three months 


the ring of thieves have been 
working, netting thousands of 
dollars in. precious loot. 


Maids learned the secret hid- 


ing places 
of 
their mistresses 


Jewels and disclosed them to the 
Japanese men servants. At night 
the Japanese butlers committed 
the thefts, slipping the loot to 
their confederates outside. Then, 
to 
give the appearance of an 
outside* burglary, 
the 
servants 


broke windows and even dropped 
jimmies and tnasks 
about the 


house. Japanese in San Francisco 
are said to have purchased loot 
while in other cases merchants in 
nearby cTties acted as fences.

ST. LOUIS, 'Oct. 27.—The leading 


men of Japan are anxious for perma- 
nent 'peaceable and friendly relations 
with the United States, Elbert H.

Children'* Bureau, In a paper read to- 
day before the American Public Health 
Association, Urging renewed efforts to 
convince women and their husbands of 
the need of skilled service for maternity. 
Approximately 7,000 of tho total loss of 
life, during bhlldbirth was due to child- 
bed fever, she declared. 


"In 1913 th« death rate per 100,000 pop- 


ulation from all conditions caused by 
childbirth was but little lower than that 
from typhoid fever," taWDr. Melgs, "and 
this rate would be almost quadrupled It 
only the group of the population which 
can be affected, women of chlldbearlng 
age, ar* considered. ,,ln 1913 childbirth 
caused more- deaths among- women 15 to 
44 year* old than any other disease ex- 
cept tuberculosis.

PRESERVE PARTIES! 


The citizens of California are called upon to 


express, on November 7, their opinion on a pro- 
posal affecting vitally their right and opportunity 
to participate in the election of officials of the 
State and national government. 


Shall the right of the legal voters to take part 


in and regulate government through party or- 
ganizations be surrendered ? 


Proposition 'No. 4 on the November ballot, 


under the'heading "Direct Primary Law," is a 
proposed amendment to tho provisions of, the 
direct primary'law of 1913, governing nomina- 
tions at primary elections, so as to permit 
declaration of party affiliation at the polls in- 
stead of when registering. 


It is bin the ballot as a result of the referendum 


invoked against the act of January 11, 1916, of 
the last extra session of the legislature. This 
special legislative act, .which plainly disregarded 
the wishes of the voters of the State as ex- 
pressed in the referendum election of October 26, 
1915, destroys the integrity of political parties 
and places them at the absolute mercy of "bosses" 
and all their corrupt methods. It takes away 
from the people their right, inherited at the 
formation of the Republic from the colonial sys- 
tem, to organize as parties and thus make their 
ideas and votes effected In the administration of 
government. .

The proposed law abolishes partisan registra- 


tion altogether..-It provides that the voter go to 
the polls on primary election day and there only 
declare his intention to vote with a certain party, 
receive a ballot and be qualified to cast his ballot. 


Such a legalized practice would permit the 


control of one party by its opponents and make' 
party purity and honest elections things of the 


a good share of .this trade. Our engineers are 
opening and developing mines, our manufac- 
turers are supplying farming machinery, Ameri- 
can machines arc being installed in the manufac- 
turing plants.
